Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants have 
persuasively argued (Remarks, page 12, 1 st full paragraph) that, since Ditzel et al 
(US 5,877,348 03-1999) does not discuss iodide as a stabilizer, one of ordinary skill 
in the art would not have turned to Ditzel, with any reasonable expectation of 
success, in order to address the issue of catalyst precipitation by optimization of the 
multiple catalyst component concentration ranges. The instantly claimed process is 
therefore neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by Ditzel, the closest prior art.
